If  Branch  library  facilities  are  not 
adequate,  we  will  consult  other  libraries,  or 
forward  the  request  to  Washington. 


Photoprint  Service;    If  you  need  a  periodical 
article  of  not  more  than  50  pages,  fill  in  form 
AD-245  as  conrpletely  as  possihle  and  send  it  to 
Madison  Branch.    We  will  complete  the  form  and 
forward  it  to  the  Washington  Library,  where  a 
photoprint  will  he  sent  you,  in  lieu  of  loan, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  librarian. 

Bibliographical  Service;    If  you  need  a  list  of 
references  on  a  specific  phase  of  your  work,  we 
will  compile  one,  or,  if  desirable,  will  forward 
the  request  to  the  Main  Library  in  We,shington. 

Sub.iect  Packets;    The  Library  assembles  gro-ops  of 
pamphlets  and  bulletins  on  subjects  of  professional 
interest  to  readers  and  loans  them,  as  a  packet, 
for  1  month.    To  receive  one,  send  in  a  request 
stating  your  field  of  interest. 

Traveling  Libraries;    These  are  groups  of  books, 
usually  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  which  are  sent 
on  a  circuit,  to  be  retained  6  weeks  in  each  office 
and  finally  returned  to  the  Library.    If  you  would 
like  to  be  included  on  one  of  these  circuits,  let 
the  Library  know.

Library  Newsletter,  issued  bi-monthly  by  Madison 
Branch,  reviews  books  newly  acquired  and  lists 
selected  new  bulletins.
